A. new bill introduced by Senator Will, 


lams, of Ortnsby, is now before the Legis- 
lators, to cieata a State Board of Assessors, 
and Equalization. This board ia to consist 
ot the Governor, State Controller, Secretary 
of State, Attorney General and Surveyor 
General, of which the Governor is to be 
chairman and his private secretary clerk. 
The board ia to meet at the State capital 
and a majority of the members are to con- 
stitute a quorum. 
The powers of the 


board are varied and numerous, but that 
which concerns the public most is its au- 
thority to assess all the railroads in the 
State. This takes from county Assessors 
and looal Boards of Equalization, all au- 
thority to interfere with the assessment of 
railroads and places it in the hands of 
three persons (,a majority ot the board) at 
the State capita), who are not responsible 
to the people. The State and county taxes 
assessed to railroads, are to be placed in a 
" Railway Tax Fund " to the credit of each 
county. 


,The Board of Assessors and Equaliza- 


tion, in addition to assessing railroads, is 
authorized to equalize the valuation of the 
taxable property of the several counties in 
the State for tbe purpose of taxation, and 
to increase or lover the entire assessment 
Toll or any class of property or individual 
assessment contained therein, BO as to 
make the assessment conform to the actual 
Cash value of the property assessed. 


The main feature of the bill is transfer- 


ring the authority to assess railroads from 
the several counties and placing it in a 
State Board with power to assess them at 
tboir actual cash value. 
As the cash value 


of 
property 
is 
generally 
understood 


to mean what the property cau be 
duplicated for, it may be assumed that if 
the bill beosmes a law there will be a de- 
cided reduction made in the assessed value 
of railroads. At any rate that is the view 
the public take of the bill, and if the ex- 
pression of the taxpayers of Reno is taken 
ES au indication of the feeling throughout 
the State, the member of the Legislature 
Who votes for the bill will not represteut 
(he sentiments of his constituents. 


If the bill provided a way for determin- 


ing the cash value of property on construed 
" cash value " to mean what property ooulc5 


be sold for it might be less objectionable, 
though Home of its provisions are believed 
to be unconstitutional.

The American ship Elizabeth, of 1775 


tons, was driven ashore by the gale four 
milen north of the Heads at San Francisco 
last Saturday night. It went onto the rooks 
and is a complete wreck.
